of Jauuary. Owing to the number 
of fires and the great amouot of dam 
age caused thereby it is hoped thas 
settlers, campers and sportsmen will 
use every precaution to prevent the 
spread of fire. The department would 
recommend that every farmer anid 
rancher construet fire fiaards around 
buildings and stock by ploughing to 
a width of not less than twenty feet, 
the wider the guard the better. Do 
not attempt to ggard property by 
burning a guard witbout having the 
space to be burned surrounded by a 
plonghed guard of not less than 
twenty feet in widtb, otherwise the
